1850, he reported that the water 
system and the drainage and other | 
facilities were completely  in- 
idequate to take care of the exist- 
ing citizenry let alone the influx 
of immigrants. It seems to me 
that probably the fathers or grand- 
fathers of some of our own lead- 
ing townspeople who now fear 
this new influx, landed in Andover 
at a time when their arrival 
reatly overtaxed the then exist- 
ing facilities. 

We can well wonder whether or 
not the great towns and cities of 
this nation grew and flourished in 
spite of the influx of new young 
immigrants or because of the 
vigorous young blood that was 
introduced into their midst. 

| wonder where I and many of 
our fellow townsmen who are one | 
or two generations removed from 
the “‘old country’? would be if 
\merica had put up the Chinese 
wall that Andover now seems to 
be considering. Are we already | 
so old and tired and pathetically , 
unproductive that we can’t figure | 
out how to solve our drainage and 
water problems while we grow, | 
instead of as a_ prerequisite to | 
further growth, 

In my business, I travel through- 
out the United States and a few | 
foreign countries. It is almost | 
laughable to read of Andover’s | 
‘problems’? when compared to al- | 
most any city in this or any other | 
country, 

With an exploding population in 
the United States that has far
